— Dfscriptious of Seventp.f'H new Species and Varieties 
of Land and Freshwater Shells from East and West Afiic i 
and the Transvaal. 13j^ 11. 13. PltE^TONri F.Z.S.

II AVIXG recently had tlirough my hanJ.s a number of land and 
ircshwater slielLs from the German Caineroon.«?, and finding 
among them a number of forms which seem to liave hitherto 
escaped notice, I venture to describe tliein in the pre.sent 
].aper ; at tlie same time 1 take the opportunity of describing 
two species of Fischeria from Senegal, collected in (hat region 
by Colonel M. i\le.ssager, and two species of Achatina from 
E3. Africa and the Transvaal respectively, as also a variety of 
Achatina variegata^ Lk., from W. Africa, wliicli, being con- 
stant and well-marked in form, I have thought worthy of a 
varietal name. 

Gihhus (^Edentiilina) confusa^ sp. n. (Fig. 1.) 

Shell ovate-elongate, rather laterally compressed, thin, 
wliite, somewhat shining, semitransparent, rimate ; whorls 5^, 
sculptured with veiy tine oblique transverse lines, verg 
minuielg hut closelg punctate throughout, the latter portion of 
the last wliorl some^^hat ascending; sutures linear; colu- 
liiella descending obliquely above, excavated below, outwardly

growth, the last whorl subcarinaie, somewhat widely ex- 
panded towards the aperture ; sutures well impressed; aper- 
ture subovate, dilated above, rather laterally constricted.

gular spiral scratches ; sutures impressed ; peristome folded 
inwards so as to form a narrow thickening, dark brownish 
green ; aperture obliquely ovate.
